selves at less than cost. Thia sur- 
plus food piled up in Canada and 
other food-producing countries be- 
cause Hitler had decided that Burope 
must quit peaceful wading and pre- 
pare for war 

While urban Canadians were able 
to buy their food at less than cost, 
they were indifferent 
happening rural Canadians. Although 
they should have realized that their 
own well-being and security depend- 
ed ‘upon a sound Canadian agricul- 
ture, they were quite content to let 
the farmers do all the worrying. Un- 
fair conditions, against which urban 
people rebe] and strike, made a gl 
gantic sweatshop.of the agricultural 
industry. 

During this prolonged agricultural 
depression all Canada suffered, but 
urban people suffered much legs than 


farm people. For the ten years fol- 


lowing 1930 the one-third of Cana. 
da’s people who live on farms receiv- 
ed less than one tenth of the tota! in- 
come of all Canadians.

But 
that is another story, The simple 
hard fact that underlies our swhole 
food supply is that farmers cannot 
grow food for less than it costs them 
to grow it.

An unsuccesful attempt at invasign 
would have such disastrous conse- 
quences for Great Britain itself and 
for the anti-Axis cause among the 
conquered peoples that it would be

ton Churchill may find the clamor 
for a diversion so, potent as to compel 
an attempt at invasion in the west 
despite its ob risks but there 
were no such tions this week,

The Consumer Section, Marketing 
Service, Dominion Department of 
Agriculture, suggests the following 
methods of roasting & rolled front or 
shoulder, as well as several ways of 
utilizing the. cold- meat that is often 
left- 


Rolled Front of Lamb 


Metiiod 1: Rub roast with salt and 
pepper. Place in an uncovered roast. 
ing pan, fat side up. Do not remove 
“fell”, it has been found not to affect 
the flavor of the meat and its pres- 
ence lessens the cooking time of the 
roast. Place in a moderately low 
oven; preheated 300-350 degrees F. 
and maintain this temperature for 
the entire roasting. Allow 30-35 min. 
utes’to the pound’ The roast should 
be turned geveral times to ensure 
even cooking. 

Method 2: Follow the instructions 
of method 1, but place in an oven 
pre-heated to 450 degrees F. Sear 


at this temperature for 20 minutes, ; 


then cover the pan and reduce the’ 


temperature quickly by leaving the. 


Roast lamb bones 
1 to 1% cups lamb gravy 
153; quarts water 
83 tablespoons pearl barley 
% cup finely chopped cabbage

When the 
top book is raised a two-welled ink- 
stand is shown below, The blotters 
are made from folio covers, mostly in 
Russian leather or pigskin, leathers 
now made beautiful by their patina. 
The waste-paper baskets are also fo- 
liog, the covers of two volumes mak- 
ing the four sides. Books-ends are 
composed of three or more books fixed 
together. 

The United States is buying these 
noveities in increasing quantities.

The book, containing some 2238 
pages of reading matter, is divided 
into four main sections: Care of the 
Expectent Mother; The Baby’s Ar- 
rival; Care of the Baby, and the Ideal 
Baby. , Each is again divided into 
chapters completely covering the 
subject, while an exhaustive index 
makes reference easy. Charts, dia- 
grams and photographic reproduc- 
tions still further. simplify the con- 
text. 

Suck topics as diet, exercise, clo- 
thing and general hygiene for the 
expectant mother are discussed .in 
Part 1, the need for pre- rnatal care 
being stressed. 

Instructions, technical in nature 
but not in language, are supplied for 
the benefit of mothers in isolated 
areas who may, be unable to secure 
the services of a doctor. Care of 
the baby occupies many pages.
